To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Haslemere  Urban 
District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1957. 

The  population  has  increased  by  200 — very  much  more  than 
is  indicated  by  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  which  is  only 
44.  The  Birth  Rate  for  1957  is  actually  higher  than  for  the  past 
four  years,  though  still  only  13.69  per  1,000 — much  below  the 
average  of  16. 1 for  the  country  as  a whole.  The  Death  Rate  is 
low,  in  fact  the  lowest  rate  on  record,  and  much  below  the 
national  average.  There  were  no  unusual  causes  of  death  merit- 
ing special  mention.  Despite  the  influenza  epidemic  of  the 
autumn,  there  were  no  deaths  recorded  as  due  to  influenza 
throughout  the  whole  year,  and  the  deaths  from  pneumonia  were 
only  one-quarter  of  the  previous  year’s  figure.  For  the  second 
year  in  succession  there  have  been  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis — 
a remarkable  occurrence.  Even  the  number  of  notifications  and 
the  number  on  the  register  show  again  a slight  decline.  Heart 
diseases,  closely  followed  by  cancer,  remain  the  two  dominating 
causes  of  death. 

There  were  no  epidemics  nor  special  outbreaks  of  infectious 
disease.  Only  42  cases  of  measles  were  notified  though  it  was  an 
epidemic  year,  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  Hindhead  is,  it  is  sincerely  hoped, 
at  last  making  some  progress.  Consultations  with  the  Alton  and 
Hambled'on  Rural  Districts  show  promise  of  a successful  outcome 
to  the  scheme,  promulgated  earlier,  to  take  the  sewage  to  the 
Bordon  Works. 

I am  grateful  for  the  continued  cordial  relations  with  the 
Council  and  the  members  of  the  Council’s  staff,  and  for  much 
friendly  co-operation  and  assistance.  I take  the  opportunity  also 
of  thanking  my  own  staff  for  their  continued  good  work.

CARE  OF  THE  AGED  AND  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT, 
1948,  Section  47. 

First  steps  were  taken  to  correlate  the  various  services  and 
facilities  available  to  the  aged.  There  is  much  need  for  this. 
Many  sources  of  help  are  waiting,  but  often  those  in  need  do  not 
know  of  them.  Hospital  and  institutional  facilities  are  easier  than 
in  recent  years,  but  help  for  the  aged  in  their  own  homes  and,  in 
particular,  the  help  that  will  enable  them  to  continue  living  in 
their  own  homes,  is  often  sadly  lacking. 

BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD — Section  50,  National  Assistance  Act, 
1948. 

One  burial  was  arranged  under  this  Section  during  1957.  It 
was  possible  eventually  to  recover  the  cost  in  full  from  the  widow 
of  the,  deceased. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  Haslemere  supply  is  sampled  monthly,  and  is  consistently 
of  a very  high  standard.  Consumption  has  continued  to  increase, 
and  in  addition  50,000  gallons  are  supplied  daily  to  the  adjoining 
Joint  Water  Board.  It  will  be  most  unfortunate  if  this  water 
undertaking,  supplying  excellent  water  more  cheaply  than  any- 
where else  in  this  part  of  the  county,  should  be  compulsorily 
absorbed  by  a larger  undertaking  to  which  it  can  contribute  little. 
It  is  adequate  for  the  needs  of  Haslemere,  and  has  ample  reserves, 
whilst  the  water  is  of  a particularly  agreeable  quality  of  softness. 

The  Wey  Valley  Water  Company  supplies  the  Hindhead  side 
of  the  district,  and  the  water  is  constantly  of  the  highest  standard 
of  purity  and  adequate  in  quantity. 

Watercress  Beds. — The  small  watercress  beds  at  Lion  Lane 
were  kept  under  observation,  and  samples  of  water  taken  period- 
ically. Samples  taken  of  the  water  at  the  inlet  were  satisfactory.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  drainage  of  Hindhead  is  at  last  making  progress.  Part 
of  the  district  in  the  Portsmouth  Road  area  will  be  drained  to  Gray- 
shott,  and  plans  and  agreements  are  well  advanced.  The  Beacon 
Hill  area  will  drain  through  Churt,  taking  the  Churt  sewage  en 
route,  and  then  through  part  of  the  Alton  Rural  District  to  the 
Bordon  sewage  works.  This  scheme  is  now  being  worked  out  in 
detail. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

This  service  provides  monthly  emptying  of  cesspools,  and  is 
administered  by  the  Surveyor. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  Refuse  Collection. 

In  the  autumn  there  were  serious  complaints  of  nuisance  from 
the  refuse  tip  at  Hammer.  It  was  inspected  by  representatives  of 
Haslemere  and  Midhurst  Councils,  and  measures  for  improvement 
recommended. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  number  of  observations  for  smoke  or  fume  nuisances 
made  during  the  year  was  43.  No  nuisance  was  found. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

No  cases  of  bug  infestation  were  found  or  reported  to  us 
during  the  year. 


HOUSING 

The  number  of  applicants  awaiting  rehousing  increased 
slightly,  from  104  to  107,  although  20  families  were  housed  from 
the  waiting  list.  Only  four  new  properties  were  let  during  the 
year,  one  of  them  to  a family  rehoused  under  the  Slum  Clearance 
Scheme. 

The  Slum  Clearance  programme  fell  behind  in  1956,  and  has 
not  made  up  the  leeway  during  1957.  Instead  of  16  only  9 were 
dealt  with,  all  by  agreement  with  the  owners,  none  being  de- 
molished, nor  were  any  Demolition  Orders  necessary.  These 
properties  will,  it  is  hoped,  eventually  be  reconditioned  and 
modernised. 

Forty  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year 
and  four  by  the  Council.  Alterations  and  additions  were  carried 
out  to  85  existing  houses. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

Details  of  milk  supplies  are  given  in  the  report  of  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

FRESH  CREAM. 

Of  26  samples  taken  during  1957,  7 contained  faecal  coli. 
There  are  no  standards  for  cream,  and  it  may  be  that  the  bacterio- 
logical tests  for  milk  are  not  completely  dependable  when  applied 
to  cream. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

This  Act  is  administered  by  the  Surrey  County  Council,  and  I 
am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  in- 
formation in  the  table  below  showing  the  number  of  samples 
analysed  and  action  taken  in  respect  of  the  district  during  the  year.

FERTILISERS  AND  FEEDING  STUFFS. 

Samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  and 
several  of  them  contained  Salmonellae.  These  are  probably  not  of 
any  serious  consequence,  and  without  knowledge  of  methods  of 
preparation  it  is  not  possible  to  form  any  conclusion. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

There  were  fewer  cases  notified  during  1957  than  in  the  pre- 
vious year.  Despite  the  Influenza  epidemic  of  the  autumn,  no 
cases  of  Pneumonia  were  reported'.  Measles  was  epidemic,  but 
only  42  cases  were  notified,  and  17  of  Whooping  Cough.  No  Food 
Poisoning  was  notified. 

Two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified,  both  severe.  One 
case  in  a child  of  19  months  caused  slight  paralysis  of  one  leg, 
Type  1 virus  being  found  in  every  member  of  the  family.  The 
other  case  was  unfortunately  fatal,  being  Polio-encephalitis. 

The  Polio  Vaccination  Scheme  is  gradually  extending,  and 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements  were  being  made  for  it 
to  cover  all  children  up  to  the  age  of  15,  and  to  be  available  also 
to  doctors,  nurses  and  other  public  health  officers  and  their  families. 

There  is  some  misconception  amongst  the  general  public  as 
to  its  scope,  especially  as  to  its  lack  of  value  in  preventing 
secondary  cases  in  families  already  affected. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  scheme  wili  eventually  be  extended 
until  this  treatment  is  freely  available  to  persons  of  all  ages.  It 
must  not,  however,  be  allowed  to  assume  an  importance  greater 
than  diphtheria  immunisation,  for  this  is  still  by  far  the  most  im- 
portant immunising  measure. 

The  administration  of  the  scheme  is  confined  to  officers  of  the 
County  Council  and  general  practitioners,  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  being  excluded. 

One  case  of  Paratyphoid  was  notified;  an  elderly  woman  living 
in  a private  nursing  home.  There  is  very  little  doubt  that  she 
had  been  a carrier  for  many  years,  with  occasional  slight  recur- 
rences of  symptoms.  Bacteriological  examination  on  this  occasion 
established  the  diagnosis.  She  was  removed  to  isolation  hospital, 
and  there  is  very  little  hope  of  curing  the  carrier  condition. 

The  customary  minor  outbreaks  of  infections  occurred  in  the 
County  Council  Nurseries,  none  of  them  serious.  Measles  cases 
I occurred  at  Grey  Gables  and  at  Hillgarth  in  January  but  did  not 
1 spread.  At  Grey  Gables  also  there  was  Whooping  Cough  in  June, 
and  all  the  children  not  already  protected  were  inoculated  against 
1 the  disease. 

Chicken  Pox  developed  at  Holly  Ridge  in  March  as  a result 
; of  the  emergency  admission  of  two  children  previously  in  contact 
with  Chicken  Pox.  Several  cases  developed  at  long  intervals.  One 
: case  of  Scarlet  Fever  also  developed  in  Holly  Ridge. 

Marchant’s  Hill  Camp. — This  camp  is  a short-stay  camp  with 
a turnover  every  second  or  third  week.  The  risk  of  introducing 
infections  is  always  considerable  under  such  circumstances.  In 
September  more  than  50  cases  of  Influenza  developed,  and  admis- 
sions were  stopped  for  a time.  During  the  summer  a large  num- 
ber of  cases  of  mild  gastro-enteritis  developed.  Despite  consider- 
able effort,  no  infecting  organism  was  discovered,  and  the  cases 
ceased  after  August.

WHOOPING  COUGH  IMMUNISATION. 

The  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation  Scheme  has  been  operat- 
ing now  for  five  years,  and  the  percentage  of  children  immunised 
under  the  age  of  one  year  during  1957  is  55.1  per  cent.  This  is 
reasonably  satisfactory,  as  it  must  be  remembered  that  immunisa- 
tion cannot  be  commenced  until  three  months  of  age  at  the  earliest, 
and  is  usually  delayed  until  after  successful  vaccination  against 
smallpox.  Three  injections  are  required,  and  the  child  is  not 
counted  as  “ immunised”  until  the  course  is  complete. 

The  first  year  of  life  is  the  danger  period  for  whooping  cough, 
and  our  propaganda  continued  to  encourage  mothers  to  accept  im- 
munisation as  early  as  possible.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

In  the  last  10  years  there  has  been  a fairly  steady  decline  in 
the  number  of  new  cases  notified',  despite  the  search  for  cases  by 
the  periodical  visits  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit.  The  number 
of  cases  moving  into  the  district  remains  much  the  same,  however, 
many  of  them  coming  to  live  here  because  the  district  is  a healthy 
one  and  considered  to  be  helpful  to  their  condition.  The  number 
of  cases  on  the  register  has  shown  quite  a remarkable  drop  from 
122  in  1947  to  57  in  1957,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  record  that,  for 
the  second  year  in  succession,  no  deaths  have  occurred  from  this 
disease.

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THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S 
ANNUAL  REPORT,  1957 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  twenty-fifth  report  on  the 
work  carried  out  by  the  Department. 

During  the  past  year  the  Public  Health  Department  has  again 
been  enlivened  with  further  legislation  covering  housing,  health 
and  even  petroleum  storage. 

At  long  last  the  Government  tackled  the  rent  control  problem 
and  produced  the  Rent  Act.  Unfortunately  before  the  problem 
could  be  solved  for  which  the  Act  was  initiated,  the  interpretation 
of  the  Act  itself  had  to  be  solved,  and  this  produced  a first-class 
headache.  Its  working  creaked  somewhat  and  amending  legisla- 
tion had  to  be  produced. 

In  our  district  there  have  been  comparatively  few  disrepair 
certificates  issued  indicating  that  private  agreement  has  been 
reached  in  most  cases,  and  this  speaks  well  for  the  relationship 
existing  between  Haslemere’s  landlords  and  tenants. 

Again  during  the  year  dwellings  unfit  for  human  habitation 
have  been  dealt  with,  and  no  actual  demolition  orders  made,  but 
the  procedure  of  obtaining  an  Undertaking  from  the  owner  has 
been  continued.  This  successfully  saves  the  properties  and  brings 
thenv  back,  much  improved,  for  a further  useful  life.  The  speed 
of  dealing  with  these  Scheduled  properties — there  were  originally 
80  to  be  dealt  with  by  i960 — has  not  been  all  we  hoped  for,  but 
we  know  the  Housing  Committee,  whose  problem  it  is  to  rehouse  } 
where  necessary,  are  doing  their  best. 

Sampling  of  milk  and  ice  cream  shows  these  foods  to  main- 
tain a high  standard  of  cleanliness,  and  the  routine  sampling  of 
the  Council’s  water  supply  indicates  a persistently  high  standard 
of  purity. 

While  commenting  on  the  fact  that  no  ice  cream  is  now 
manufactured  in  our  district,  it  is  interesting  to  observe  the  in- 
creasing number  of  general  food  shops  that  are  stocking  frozen 
foods  of  all  kinds,  and  in  view  of  the  high  standard,  both  in 
quality  and  cleanliness,  these  products  are  obviously  going  to  1 
receive  an  ever-increasing  public  demand. 

The  one  unhappy  note  is  the  drainage  problem  of  Hindhead, 
where  a sewerage  scheme  has  not  yet  come  to  fruition. 

General  inspection  of  the  district  under  Shops  Act,  Factories  j 
Acts,  etc.,  call  for  no  special  comment,  but  happily  show  an  ever- 
increasing  awareness  by  the  public  generally  of  the  importance  of 
environmental  hygiene.
